plaining his reason for calling the convention Governor ftay has sent out this statement; -'We of the state 
of Washington have no quarrel with the principle of' conservation, but we feel that it is high time to get 
down to a practical business basis in carrying out the principle. We want conservation that will not ham- 
per authority and retard development. These are the things that will be discussed at the conference, and I 
hope that as a result of the meeting the west will be enabled to command a fairer consideration from the 
rest of the nation on this question." The entire nation Is interested in the governors' conference, as it 
takes place just before the nationaal conservation congress at St. Paul, where former President Roose- 
velt, President Taft, Gifford Pinchot and former Secretary of the Interior Garfleld will be speakers.

PREACHER DIES 


The death of Mrs. Sarah Weaver 


of New Philadelphia recalls the mys- 
tery connected with her mother, Mrs 
Nancy 
Birney, whose 
fame as 
a 


preacher drew hearers from far and 
near to hear her sermons 


The Birney family lived near Tip- 


pecanoe. 
William and Nancy were 


the names of the husband and wife. 
The stories of the case that 
have 


come to The Chronicle are "hearsay" 
based on memory and may be at 
fault in some respects, but this is 
the way an old settler told it 


Mrs Birney •was a member of the 


Presbyterian church and a good wo- 
man 
She suffered from a stroke of 


lightning, according to the story, and 
even after that was most singularly 
affected. 
Every two weeks—always 


about a certain hour 
on alternate 


Sundays Mrs. Birney suffered from 
a peculiar seizure and had to go to 
bed where she lay for a time. Some- 
times they had to put her to bed. Af- 
ter an interval she would arise in the 
bed and begin preaching These at- 
tacks came with such absolute regu- 
larity and the sermons were so ef- 
fective, that the story spread and 
people came long distances to hear 
the woman preacher. 
Some came 


even from New York. 
Professional 


and scientific men came as doubt- 
ers and went away mystified. 


This continued for 25 years or long- 


er, even to the last Sunday of Mrs. 
Birney's life— .Uhrichsvillp Chroni- 
cle
